Pursuant  to  and  in  compliance  with  tlje  requirements  and  provisions  of  House 
Bill  No.  U89,  the  same  being  Chapter  196,  Laws  of  Montana  196^,  the  Montana 
Horae  Racing  Cwnmission  submits  its  annual  report  for  tlie  period  commencing 
on  January  1,  1966,  to  and  including  December  31>  1966, 

The  following  racing  dates  were  granted  and  licenses  issued  to  racing  persons 
by  the  Commission  for  the  1966  Racing  Season  wiiich  comprised  a total  of  Sixty- 
two  (62)  racing  days  and  resulted  in  a total  Mutuel  Handle  of  $1,21U,927,00, 
an  increase  of  lli.62^  over  the  year  of  196^,

A total  of  69U  persons  were  employed  by  Racing  Associations,  The  s\im  of 
$]29,118.95  was  paid  in  purses  to  horsemen  and  $2,821.50  in  Breeder  Awards. 

Many  Owners,  Trainers  and  employees  bring  theii’  families  into  Montana  during 
the  racing  season.  A large  percentage  of  the  money  paid  to  horsemen  is  re- 
tained in  Montana,  for  payment  of  transportation,  lodging  and  food,  and  largest 
of  all  is  tlie  money  spent  by  everyone  who  derives  his  income  from  racing  in 
simple  purchases  which  he  must  make  every  day.  Besides  creating  additional 
revenue,  racing  has  brought  increased  employment  in  the  State,  thus  stimulating 
the  economy  of  Montana, 

A total  of  1250  licenses  were  issued  to  persons  connected  with  racing,  l5  track 
licenses  and  391  color  registrations  yielding  a total  of  $6,601.00.  Before 
such  persons  were  issued  licenses  they  were  thoroughly  screened  to  the  extent 
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of  facilities  available.  Twelve  persons  were  fined,  and  five  persons  were 
suspended  for  violation  of  the  law,  or  rules  and  regulations  set  forth  by  the 
Commission.

During  the  past  year,  in  connection  with  the  continuing  assistance,  the  Montana 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  Diagnostic  Laboratory  of  Bozeman,  made  their  services 
available  to  test  all  specimens  collected  from  race  horses.  This  service  aided 
immeasurably  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  racing  in  Montana.  A total  of 
U79  specimens  were  tested  resulting  in  revenue  of  $3,113.50  to  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  Revenue  B'und, 

The  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  Mr.  Virgil  Wilson,  chemist  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  has  been  accepted  into  the 
membership  of  the  Association  of  Official  Racing  Chemists.  Such  membership 
reflects  Mr.  Wilson’s  ability  and  has  direct  influence  on  the  quality  of  test- 
ing specimens  collected  from  race  horses.  The  Comftdssion  commends  Mr.  Wilson 
and  his  assistant,  Mr,  Dallas  Johnson,  for  the  efforts  they  have  provided  in 
upgrading  the  racing  industry  in  Montana. 

The  construction  of  a mile  race  track  is  underway  at  Missoulaj  also,  plans  have 
been  made  for  a new  track  at  West  Yellowstone,  Upon  completion  of  these  racing 
sites  it  is  estimated  racing  will  increase  to  approximately  130  days. 

The  Commission  subscribes  to  the  weekly  bulletin  service  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  State  Racing  Commissioners.  These  bulletins  contain  changes  in 
rules,  rulings  on  violations  by  racing  personnel,  claims  of  horses  and  other 
pertinent  information.  The  Covmrdssion  also  subscribes  to  the  Daily  Racing  Form 
Chart  books  and  American  Racing  Manual,  published  by  the  Triangle  Publications, 
Inc,  This  service  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  administration  of  racing  in 
this  State. 

The  Commission  has  given  careful  attention  to  the  business  of  horse  racing  and 
has  found  there  is  a great  need  for  qualified  racing  officials.  On  April  17, 
1966,  the  Commission  sponsored  the  first  racing  seminar,  at  Lewistown,  Montana, 
This  was  well  attended.  The  purpose  of  the  program  was  to  better  acquaint  the 
racing  officials,  track  operators  and  others  interested  iji  horse  racing  with 
the  law,  rules,  regulations  and  racing  in  general.  It  proved  to  be  a worthy 
program,  and  the  Commission  plans  to  sponsor  another  seminar  in  1967.
